Geneva — OP) — Germany's pro- 


posal for the prohibition of aircraft 
bombing in war time was rejected 
today by the preparatory commission 


n disarmament of the league of na- 
ions. Out of 52 national delegations 
at the conference only 6 countries 
supported the project. 


However, in refusing to insert the 


bcmb prohibition clause in the draft 
treaty which the commission is form- 
ulating, 
the 
delegations 
voting 


against the proposal accepted a sub- 
sequent resolution offered by Isicolas 
Politis of Greece, affirming that they 
had no intention of authorizing the 
dropping of bombs on civilian popu- 
lations. 


London—(ff"l—Sir 
Austen 
Cham- 


berlain, British foreign secretary, 
told the house of commons today 
that the British government shared 
fully the hopes and wishes of the 
United States government on 
dis- 


armament as set forth in Ambas- 
sador Gibson's speech at Geneva on 
Monday. 


"The government desires m'e 
to 


take this opportunity to express its 
warm appreciation of the cordial 
conciliatory spirit 
shown- by- the 


American delegate sandi'give assur- 
ances on its- behalf .that in the same 
spirit and with the most earnest 
wish to reach a complete 
trader- 


standing, it will consider the Ameri- 
can suggestions," declared Sir Aus- 
ten. 


Sir Austen made his statement in 


answer to a question by Commander 
Joseph Kenworthy, Laborite, wheth- 
er Ambassador Gibson's speech had 
been caHed to his attention and what 
response his majesty's 
government 


proposed. 


FAVOR REDUCTION 


"As was at once stated by my 


noble 
friend.

began Sir Austen, "his" majesty's 
government shares to the full the 
.opes and wishes of the fcovernment 
ot the United States as therein set 
forth. 
His majesty's 
government, 


equally with the government of the 
United States, desire not merely a 
limitation but a reduction of naval 
armaments. 


"They have indeed 
themselves 


made proposals for such a general 
reduction and that the 
reduction 


should be applied to every class of 
war vessel. As between ourselves 
and the United States, such differ 
ence as has hitherto existed has 
not been concerned with these great 
principles, not 
with tho 
relative 


strength of our 
respective navies, 


but 
with 
determination 
of 
the 


categories into which ships of war 
should be divided. 


"On this point his majesty's gov- 


ernment have noted -with much In- 
terest the new criteria suggested by 
3£r, Gibson. They attach great im- 
portance-.to the possibilities opened 
by the greater elasticity given by 
his suggestion to the adjustment of 
the agreed naval strength." 


The foreign secretary then closed 


ivith the government's 
expression 


of appreciation and the assurance 
that the American suggestion would 
be considered with the same spirit, 
with the earnest wish for complete 
understanding.

The -measure would provide 512,- 


000,000 for the construction of the 
warehouses and would exclude the 
secretary of agriculture from any 
provisions of the interstate com- 
merce act in the 
operation of tin 


warehouses.

Quincy, 111.—VP)—Twenty persons 


were left marooned 
on the- levee 


along the^South Quincy Gardens this 
morning' as a new breach in the 
wall, which occurred at 7 o'clock 
this morning, widened from 66 feet 
to 100 feet before noon. 
A steel 


bottom boat was being rushed from 
Keokuk, la., to aid in the rescue. 


Water from the Mississippi river 


was pouring in fast and the entire 
South. Quincy Gardens district was 
expected to be under water before 
night. 


The 200 residents of the district 


were warned immediately after the 
break this morning and most.of them 
vacated "at once. Tho 20 marooned 
OTT the levee were 'unable to beat 
the onirush^ig waters. -The river 
fell six-tenths of a foot between the 
time of the break anc! noon. 


At noon the water was lapping 


about 30 homes, newly constructed 
last fall and valued at approximate- 
ly $150,000. The inundation covers 
5,000 acres. 


National guardsmen were patrol- 


Ing the district and allowing none 
to enter without a pass. Red Cross 
officials also were on the scene with 
a number of tents to house the home- 
less.

Dotz stated that he was a cab 


driver at tho time of the bombing. 
On that night, he said, he saw Tar- 
ello's car pull up in front of 
tho 


Powell home. 
Two men got out. 


went into the yard and then rti&hed 
hack into the car and drove off. A 
moment later there was an explosion. 


FOLLOWED AUTO 


Dotz said that he followed the car. 


noticing that one man got off at the 
North Shore line station while the 
other two went on to a road house. 
He declared 
that he was positive 


that Tarello was one of tho trio, be- 
cause, he said, he had several op- 
portunities to see him that night. 


He gave this information to the 


district attorney several days later. 
Soon after he went to work for the 
Pinkcrton Detective agency, he said. 
It was then that he identified Tarello 
fronr a photograph.

attempt to question the veratity of 
the witness. 
Following" this, 
the 


defense asked that the testimony he 
stricken from the record because no 
warrant had ever been issued for 
Tarello, in connection with the bomb- 
ing.

Dotz also testified 
that 
Tarello 


several times had offered him a con- 
siderable sum of money if lie would 
not testify against him. This was 
corroborated by the testimony of 
Arthur Metten who was in the coun- 
ty jail at tho same time that Turello 
and the Dotz brothers were. 
He 


said that he heard Tarello offer Dotz 
enough money to obtain his freedom 
on bond and leave the city with his 
family to "start anew" elsewhere.

She established a woman's record 
of, 13 hours last January, but this 
was shortly after surpassed by Alias 
Bobby Trout of California, who in 
turn lost to Mrs. Mcrhetridse. 


In her previous ."light, which was 


made in an open cockpit plane, Miss 
Smith suffered severely from tho ex- 
treme cold, but her 
father. Tom 


Smith, actor and amateur pilot, ro- 
vealcd that this time she was amply 
protected against any chilling blasts. 


"She won't be free/ing; tills time," 


he said. "No. not even if It gets a 
lot colder than any of us expects; El- 
He's 
got her heavies on — her mo- 


ther and I saw to that before wo 
let her start." 


Outwardly Miss Smith was the pic- 


ture of a modern "flying; flapper." 


She was dressed in knickers, golf 


hose, a red leather flying cout and 
helmet. She carried a large supply 
of sandwiches, coffee and water.

the impression of a man overwhelm- 
ed with the responsibility of what 
ho called Xhe most uommaiii is>s>u« 
before the nation. 


There was hardly a smile on the 


face of the president except when an 
outburst of applause came at 
the 


end of the speech. It was a solemn 
address—more like a sermon than 
an exposition of public policy. 
If 


any one had any doubt that Herbert 
Hoover felt deeply about the impor- 
tance 
of law enforcement, such 


doubt must have been removed as 
be weighed carefully his words and 
uttered the 
theory 
of 
executive 


responsibility. 


Fully aware that he could not 


take a critical attitude toward the 
press without destroying to some 
extent the effectiveness of his ap- 
peal for cooperation, Mr. Hoover 
adopted a tone of supplication. Only 
by inference did he touch on the re- 
cent glorification of Texas Guinan 
and others accused of violating the 
prohibition laws in Jfew York City 
but he dirt nevertheless call atten- 
tion to tho romance that had been 
given to the acts of the gangsters 
and the undercurrent 
of hostility 


which had been shown toward prohi- 
bition agents and prosecutors. 


REACTION ON PRESS 


"When Mr. Hoover declared that 


" there was a crime wave.,in America 


unparalleled in the wojjd and that 
prohibition was only a part of it, 
he made a statement startling 
to 


many of his hearers. There was, on 
the other hand, a general 
feeling 


that prohibition had contributed a 
good deal to the crime wave. Many 
.of the Xew York newspapers edi- 
torially agreed with the president's 
conception of law enforcement, but 
those who have been supporting the 
wet side of the argument insist there 
is a shorter road to law enforcement 
and respect for institutions and that 
it lies in amending or modifying the 
exisiting laws. 
Mr. Hoover takes 


the view, however, that it is proper 
for any one who is on the wet_side 
to agitate for the repeal and 
that 


newspapers should not directly or 
indirectly encourage law violation.

thought expressed by some editors

• ported on the facts and suggested 
remedies. 
Meanwhile the president 


does not feel that it is his duty to 
•take the leadership on tlie question 
of repeal or modification.' He - con- 
tends that his main job is'to take the 
law as he finds it and bring about 
enforcement and that if it is a bad 
Uiw the surest way to repeal is to 
enforce it. 


The editors gave Mr. Hoover 
a 


splendid reception, applauding him 
for several minutes at the start of 
his speech and giving him an en- 
thusiastic demonstration at its close. 
From the point of view of delivery 
the speech was not as effective 
as 


some speeches Mr. Hoover has made. 
It was, however, quietly forceful 
as well as dramatic in its solemnity.

APRIL, WARNING 


Destructive Spring Storms 


Are Listed by Nature As- 
sociation 


\Vashineton — This ia the tornado 


season, for there are seasons tor 
storms just as there are for roses and 
sweet corn. The dust'storm that came 
a few days ago Is but an example of 
down out of the Gobi desert 1500 
miles away and smothered Shanghai 
a few days ago 1s but an example of 
•what wind can do. says the Ameri- 
can Nature Association. Sand storms 
from tho Sabnra hnv* traveled far 
o\cr the Atlantic ocean. 


There are always reports of high 


winds around springtime. The fam- 
ous blizzard of 1SSS was from March 
11 to 14. This swept the northern 
half of the United States. • 


The Samoa hurrican of March 16. 


1SS9, wrecked American and German 
warthips in the harbor of Apia, with 
heavy lobs of life. 


The St. Louis tornado of May 27. 


1806, was the most destructice of the 
three tornadoes that have occurred 
in large American cities, the oth- 
ers being the Louisville tornado of 
1890 and the Omaha tornado of 1913. 


VIOLENT ROTARY WINDS 


Records show 
that devastating 


storms occur in spring and fall. 


A tornado is a cloud — an upright, 


revolving. 
roaring, 
devastating 


cloud. But it is not a typhoon, a 
monsoon or a hurricane. Above all 
it is not a "cyclone." Typhoons'and 
monsoons are storms covering large 
areas, hundreds of miles in diamet- 
er, and they- give rise to straight 
winds only. The winds of a tornado 
have a violent rotary motion. The 
word "cyclone" refers, correctly to 
to the great storm areas which pass, 
week by week, acrots the United 
States. 


If the barometer falls a cyclone is 


approaching. A tornado may accom- 
pany it, provided the cyclone is of 
tornado character; provided the local- 
ity is tornado territory; above all, 
provided it is tornado season. 


Tornadoes come in season, 
and 


that season Is limited to March, April 
and May. April is the month of bum- 
per tornado crops. A later variety 
flourishes in May and, rarely, a few 
spring up m late August and Sep- 
tember. The hot days of summer are 
not producers of the funnel cloud. 


Statistics show that nearly 80 per 


cent take form in the first ^three 
months of spring. 
THEIR PLAYGROUND 


Tornadoes seldom occur 
outside 


the United States. The Mississippi 
valley reserves them mainly for it- 
self. Texas, Oklahoma? Kansas and 
Missouri run neck and neck for fun- 
nel-cloud honors, Nebraska easily 
takes second place. Then comes Mis- 
sissippi, Alabama, Iowa, Illinois,, the 
Dakotas and Minnesota. Outside this 
region the whirling cloud seldom 
strikes. It is unknown in California. 
New England is never visited. 


The Portland storm of November 


20 and 27, 1S98, is an example of 
the danger of ignoring storm signals. 
The steamer Portland, which 
fur- 


nished the object lesson in this case 
was one of more than 
140 vessels 


wrecked by the storm on the New 
England coast. 
100,000 DROWNED 


In the Backergunge cyclone, Oc- 


tober 1876, more than 100,000 people 
were drowned by the storm waves 
over the Ganges delta. In tlic Tay 
bridge disaster of December 28, 1S79, 
the bridge over the Firth of Tay, in 
Scotland, was' blown down while a 
passenger train was passing over it. 


Closely connected with the devel- 


opment of weather forecasting is the 
"Crimean storm" or November, 1854. 
This" tempest raged over the Black 
sea and played havoc with the fleets 
and camps of the allied forces engag- 
ed in the Crimean war. 


The French astronomer Le Ver- 


rier, director of the Observatory, of 
Pais, collected informations concern- 
ing the progress of the storm over 
Kurope which convinced him that it 
telegraphic reports from the westei n* 
part of its course had been available 
its disastrous effects might have 
been averted. 


As a result of this inquiry, he 


drew up plans for an international 
telegraphic storm-warning service, 
which was established by the French 
government, and the cooperation of 
other European countries in 1SS5. 
"Within the next two decades nearly 
all the civilized countries 
of

world organized similar services of 
their own, and the scope of these 
undertakings was enlarged to include 
A general system of weather fore- 
casting from charts based on tele- 
graphic reports.

.Hartford, lies in the navy yard at. 
Charleston, S. C. 
The Xavy Depart- 


ment has just rejected the request of 
Xew London, Conn., that the ship be 
towed there for exhibition as a patri- 
otic memorial to the great Civil War 
sailor. 


The Hartford, the Xavy Department 


explains, is not seaworthy enough to 
make the trip, and the department has 
no funds with which to recondition it. 
It will be recalled, in this connection, 
that even the Constitution is not be- 
ing reconditioned at the navy's ex- 
pense; the general public contributed 
the necessary money. 


Erie, Pa., spent its own money'' "to 


recondition one of Admiral Perry's 
squadron, and the ship now draws 
many tourists annually to Eric. Prob- 
ably the cost of reconditioning the 
Hertford would be more than New 
London would care to shoulder. 
It 


might be worth the city's while, how- 
ever, to look into the matter. 


. BUILT BY THE RIVER 
It has been a long time since ' the 


government has had any unoccupied 
public land as far east as the Missis- 
sippi river. The other day, however, the 
General Land Office announced that it 
had thrown open to homesteaders 
tracts of land'in Louisiana and Missis- 
sippi and that it was ready, to receive 
claims for them. 


This land, it should be explained, did 


not exist when the great rush for 
homesteaders" land was on years ago. 
Th'e Mississippi river has built it. Rich, 
black loam, carried down the river by 
scores of tons, has- been -deposited in 
what may be made good farm land. 


The Mississippi brings floods and 


devastation, occasionally. 
But, less 


spectacularly, it is also engaged in con- 
structive work. This new land, now 
about to be made productive, is an ex- 
ample. 


WHEN A MISTAKE IS COSTLY 
The mistakes that most men make in 


the course of their daily work are 
things that can be remedied in a. short 
time. But there are a few businesses in 
which a mistake is apt to be frightfully 
expensive; and the business of build- 
ing bridges is one of them. 


A gigantic suspension bridge is be- 


ing built across the Detroit river. The 
cables had been swung and about a 
third of the floor had been laid. Then it 
was discovered that the wires that 
made up the great cables were some- 
how defective. Someone—manufactur- 
er, engineer or contractor, we don't 
know who—had made a little mistake. 
And there was nothing to do but take 
them down and start over. 


That is costing the erectors just 


$1,500,000. There are some trades in 
which mistakes are pretty costly.

"Auto" seems to mean auto in al- 


most, c\c;y language. "Sirada" means. 
street. In Italy an "autostrada" is a su- 
per highway. There arc a good many 
of them in that country now. Musso- 
lini, speeding up road traffic along with 
industry, has built some a§ good as any 
of ours, and superior in some respects. 


They have longer stretches than we 


arc accustomed to free from cross traf- 
fic, with fences keeping out pedestrians. 
Speed on them is entirely unrestricted. 
Where we have signs warning the mo- 
torist of the speed limit, Italy has signs 
tilling him to go as fast' as he likes. 
Many Italians do so to the tune of 90 
or 100 miles an hour. That is safe be- 
cause of the 'lack of obstructing traf- 
fic, mechanical or human, and because 
the roadways arc engineered for speed, 
with no angular turns or bad grades 
and no grade crossings. 


We shall doubtless have many such 


thoroughfares in America before many 
years, especially for transcontinental 
travel and the main north-and-south 
routes. It seems odd for, the Old World 
to beat us' to it, with all our love of 
speed. 


CUBAN LIBERTY 


"Cuba libre" was not only a Cuban 


slogan, but an American slogan, thirty 
3'cars ago. It was made good.'"Cuba was 
liberated from Spainl Xow the Xation- 
alist Union of Cuba- Avants to 
know 


what good that(did, if Cuban citizens 
have no freedom as individuals. Under 
President Machado, they, declare, "a 
virtual dictatorship has been instituted 
and civil liberties denied."1 


The alleged dictator is about to be 


inaugurated for a second term of six 
years. When first elected, his platform 
pledged -him to a single term. His sec-/ 
ond election, it is'charged, was ob- 
tained t»y silencing . the opposition 
through illegitimate means. 


It is not clear what the United States 


should:do about it, if the charges are 
true. This country stands obligated to 
defend- Cuban freedom from 
herself, 


on occasion. In a situation plainly en- 
dangering the life of the republic, the 
United States could 'intervene, and 
could justify such'an intervention mor- 
ally and legally. B'ut the present need 
is open to question, "intervention" is an 
unpopular word in Latin-America.' •" 
- The .-situation -at least ought to 
be 


clarified. There have been many ugly 
accusations ' made " against Machado, 
which.^hould be proved or disproved.

of David S. Ingalls, assistant secretary 
of the navy in' charge of aeronautics, 
who 
commutes, 
week-ends, 
from 


Washington to his home in Cleveland. 


Flying his own-plane, Ingalls is able 


to reach his Cleveland home in less 
than three hours from the time he 
leaves Washington. When he closes, 
his desk Saturday noon he jumps in his 
plane and gets to the Ohio city in plen- 
ty of time for dinner. Then he has Sat- 
urday night and all clay Sunday and 
Sunday night at his home, taking off at 
7 o'clock Monday morning and getting 
back to the capital in ample time to be-

SPANISH-AMERICAN \VAR 


Thirty-one, years ago today Spain declared war 


on the United States' in answer to resolutions 
adopted by Congress, recognizing the indepen- 
dence- of the Cuban republic. 


These resolutions adopted on April 10, 1S9S, 


the anniversary of the battle of Lexington, the 
Start of the Revolutionary War. and of the first 
bloodshed of the Civil War on the streets of Bal- 
timore, were in effect declarations of war on 
Spain. 


As soon as they had been approved by the 


president. April 20, the Spanish minister aske<l 
for his passports, thus severing diplomatic re- 
lations. The following day, the American mfn- 
istcr to Spain left Madrid. ~ 


On April 21 came Spain's formal declaration 


of war to create an enthusiastic patriotic senti- 
ment m America. War had been expected since 
the sinking of the Battleship Maine in Havana 
harbor in the middle of February. A tragedy in 
which 260 members of the crew lost their lives. 


This crisis was always regarded as the start of 


difficulties with Spain and gave rise to the cry: 
"Remember the Maine!"

ED HOWE'S AUTOBIOGRAPHY 


One of tho most interesting men 


of our time is Ed Howe and for 
that reason his biography, "Plain 
People," just published, is a book 
worth reading. Whether you agree 
with his point of view or not, as he 
is. never commonplace. There is al- 
\\ays"a fcite to his mind. What ho 
says'1-bums-its way into your con- 
scioufeness. 13d Howe is never mere- 
ly neutral. 


I am often in disagreement with 


what this veteran editor and para- 
grapher says but I never fail to-read 
liis remarks. When such a man sits 
down to write his autobiography it 
is likely to be worth reading. 


Moreover, Ed Howe's life story is 


interesting—not spectacular,^ 
just 


plain interesting. When he was in 
his middle twenties and was' work- 
ing as an ob^cure-'p'rinter in a little 
town in Kansas .he wrote a novel 
that he called "The Story of a Coun- 
try Town." He had never been to 
college and he had never heard of 
the Russian realists. Moreover the 
whole trend of American literature 
half a century ago was .hostile to the 
realistic point of view. In spite of 
that Ed Ilovve wrote his novel as a 
Russian' realist might have done, 
without however the typical Rus- 
sian's lack of horse. sense. Horse 
sense is Ed Howe's most 
marked 


characteristic* " 


Xo wonder the publishers wouldn't 


touch it. They said it was impossi- 
ble, that Ed Howe ought to write in

He wouldn't write like 
that and moreover he despised it. 
The upshot of it was that he set up 
his much-rejected -novel in his own 
tiny print shop and amazingly it 
made a good deal of a hit. Then the 
publishers clamored for the right to 
publish 1t!

Perhaps .that epiJWdo Tsolstered up 


the young Howe's self-confidence. At 
least there has been no lack of it-in 
his life and there is no lack of it in 
his autobiography. Xot unpleasant- 
ly so, but Howe" takes delight in 
puncturing the pretty little theories 
that millions swear by. The more 
people -hold anything as gospel, the 
better he likrs to prove that it is 
pure moonshine and has no basis in 
fact. 


He worships horse sense and he 


swears by the plain, average citizen 
without frill?. 
Hence the title of 


his book. "Plain People." 
In his 


philosophy the plain people are th* 
real people who make 
the 
world 


progress. The -geniuses. tl\e posts 
atid musicians are, for the moot part 
mere 'drags on progress. The men 
and women who so 
faithfully 
to 


ordinary prosaic jobs day by day. 
who live quiet, peaceful, lives, who 
take care of their families instead 
of mooning about soul-mates—these 
are the 
people, according to Ed 


Howe, on whom society rests.

FREIGHT TRAFFIC 


ON RAILROADS IS 


HEAVIERTHIS YEAR 


Increased Efficiency in 


Handling Is Boosting Net 
Income

New York — Railroads 
of .the 


United States will handle between S 
and 6 per cent more freight traffic 
in the first half of "this year than 
m 192S. The" cost to shippers for 
handling this freight will exceed 
four billion dollars. That is the con- 
servative estimate of transportaton 
men who arc in touch with condi- 
tions. The estimate is based largely 


lined by the Shippers Regional Ad- 
visory Boards. More Important than 
this gain, however, is the knowledge 
that this traffic will be handled more 
efficiently- than. ever before. This 
means a marked gain in net income 
for the carriers. 


The drop in costs due to improved 


efficiency of management, personnel 
and methods has been the largest 
factor in improving the statistical 
position of the steam roads. For ex- 
ample, in the first two month of 
1929 gross re\enucs of class 1 roads 
showed a gain of 5.1 per cent but 
through operating economies this 
was translated into a 28.3 per cent 
gain in net operating income. 


Increases are expected in 
ship- 


ments of all but seven of the 29 
commodities which hold the most 
important place in freight volume, 
before the end of this quarter. The 
drops are expected In commodities 
such as hay, potatoes, fertilizers, cot- 
tonseed and products, livestock, gra- 
vel aria canned goods. Nearly 
all 


districts are expected to develop 
more freight traffic than they had a 
>ear aso. 


LOADINGS HOLD UP 


Carloadlngs show no sign as yet of 


any bieak in the volume of freight 
mo\emont. The normal advance in 
freight movement is being acceler- 
ated in loadings of automobiles, grain 
coal, iron and steel, agricultural im- 
plements and fruits. Passenger traf- 
fic has been on the decline but the 
rate of decline in this department 
has been checked and the season of 
heaviest passenger travel is now ap- 
proaching. 


Tourist travel is sure to be heavy 


this summer. This is due to the 
widespread prosperity of the- coun- 
try and the habit of travel which is 
fastening on the American people. 
The railroads instead of fighting the 
bus, automobile and airplane trends, 
are adapting them to their own use 
running combined rail and bus, or 
rail and airplane service. 


After the middle of the year, the 


volume of freight carried will depend 
to a large extent on agricultural and 
general industrial developments, but 
the crop movements seem likely to 
be heavy, since in most sections 
outside the southeast, the \veather 
conditions have been fairly favorable 
and the total acreage planted high. 


The days of the old car shortage 


bugaboo.9 ara gone. They have been 
eliminated by the Shippers Advisory 
Boards, to the co-operation of which 
the carriers owe much of their pres- 
ent-day profits. 


The equipment of the roads is 


probably in the best shape it ever 
has reached. The managers of the 
carriers have found that it pays in 
dollars and cents to keep equipment 
up to tho mark and this has been 
thoroughly impressed on working 
forces. As a result, railroads have 
not had to buy so much new equip- 
ment. But when new equipment is 
needed it tfill be bought both more 
freely and 'more promptly than, ev- 
er in the past.
